not fit them* -It is a story about love and Humanity and reality, and about a dozen

This decree states that Geiger 
will not attack British or French men wherever they may Tie, nor will he invade any of 
our allies, specifically Austria, 'Romania, The Baltic States, The Rhineland, Poland, 
or Luxemburg. " After this another ten minute standing ovation followed, Neville then 
said, "I promise peace in our time, and furthermore, if Germany breaks this promise I

VIENNA (Sept. £, 1937): We beg ■ our- allies to keep their promise and declare war. 
This will be our last overt. press release, we are going underground and henceforth will 
be known as the Under Ground Hiders — Against Hither (Nilfcert Geiger). (UGH-AH) 

. LATVIA, LITHUANIA , ESTONIA (Joint Release, Sept. 5, 1937): We plead with Sir Cham- 
berlain, to answer the invasion and subsequent control of our countries by upholding 
his pledge to declare war. 

RHINELAND (Sept. 5, 1937, UGH-AH): Sir Chamberlain, please follow through with 
your .promised declaration of war. * ■- ■ - 

-LUXEMBOURG (Sept. 5, 1937): When asked why his country had not yet been invaded 
and overrun by the insidious, back-stabbing Germans, a high government official re- 
plied, -"Shhhhhi I think that they have forgot about us."
